Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Non final rejection dated February 21, 2006 was discussed, 
Examiner pointed out that the claims are product by process claims and applicant was directed to MPEP §21 13 for the 
discussion of product by process claims. Applicant inquired as to the submission of a Katz declaration to swear behind 
the Sabokbar et al. reference. Examiner pointed out that there are other references that teach PMMA with anti 
resorptive agents. Removal of the reference would leave the Merck & Co reference and require further search for a 
secondary reference. A Declaration under 1 .1 32 was suggested by applicant. Examiner told applicant that to be 
considered, there would have to be a side by side comparison of the prior art product and data as to how the instant 
bone cement with antiresorptive agent would differ from the prior art bone cement with anti resorptive agent. It was 
suggested that a continuation be filed with claims drawn to a method of making the bone cement with anti resorptive 
agent. Finally it was discussed that the claims of the instant application have more details about the composition, for 
example the quantity of the anti resorptive agent added, the particle size in particular, etc.. 
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
